Berchtesgaden, May 14 —(UP)— 
Col. Gen. Heinz Guderian, Ger- 
many's number one tank expert, 
said today American and German 
soldiers should shake hands "jusi 
like after a football match." 
In a plea for soft treatment of 
Germany, he said the Allies "ought 
not to make the same mistakes as 
after the last war in not permit- 
tine Germany 
the possibility to 
exist." 
"it would 
be difficult not to 
make these mistakes hi the hate 
born of war," Guderian said in an 
interview. "The victor cries for in 
discriminate punishment of the de- 
feated. 


"But a soldier after battle soon 
feels at home with the .other sol- 
djer. It's like a 
football match 


when you shake hands and wish 
each other luck. Politicians 
and 
businessmen unfortunately feel and 
act otherwise."

Guderian 
sounded off on how Germany could 
have won the war if

If Germany's tank reserves were 
disposed deep in France, the. A'- 
lied invasion of Normandy could 
hav* been smashed. h» ,uu«i8bi. 


If Germany had made peace with 
Britain and America, even as late 
as January of this year, Jae said, 
Russia could have been beaten. 


On the tank question 'Guderian 
blamed Fi«ld Marshal Erwin Rom- 
mel. 


"We knew we couldn't prevent a 
landing; thaVs always -passible," 
he said. "But after that our plans 
differed. The first, approved .and 
executed by Rommel, was to ;dis- 
pose Panzer reserves near the 
coast which meant later he had to 
bring them 'over the 'Seine 
and 
Meuse. 
' 
" 


. "The second plan, which I fa- 
vored, was to place the Panzer re- 
serves deeper inland southward of 
Paris and Orleans. I believe if 
my plan had been 
followed we 


could have smashed the invasion." 
Guderian had the highest praise 
for Russian tanks and arttttery, and 
said the Russian T-34 was the best 
tank in the world — next to "the 
German Tiger. He rated the Amer- 
ican Sherman third. 


The Nazi tank expert conceded 
Gen. George S. Patton was a pret- 
ty good man, but added, "Patton 
followed the same principle that 1 
used in Poland, France, and Hus-

From Legion 


lablishment of facilities 
for 
the 
reerealional and physical develop- 
ment needs ot. the .youth of our 
community was started at an Am- 
erican Legion meeting, in Hope -in 
July of 1942. At that meeting Jim 
2mbree was appointed Chairman of 
the Legion Child Welfare Commit- 
.ee. The full cooperation 
of the 
Legion members was pledged to 
this project and the part time use 
of. the Legion Hall was offered. 


After 
a careful .study of the 
sxperiences of other towns in pro- 
jects of this nature it was decided 
that it would be unwise to start the 
project until the public had been 
sold on the extreme need for a 
Boys and Girls center 
for the 
community. A project of this na- 
ture, to succeed, requires the co- 
operation and financial support of 
the 'adults of the community. 


On December 16, 1942 a group of 


men who were interested in .the 
welfare of the youth met at the 
City Fire Station. At this .meeting 
officers and directors for a Hope 
Boys Club were elected. 


On October 16,' 1942 a bank ac- 
count had ;been opened in the name 
of ;the 'Hope Boys- Club..'The in- 
itialdeposit of $3.38 Was obtained 
from. the. sale af scrap brass col- 
lected by a group of school boys. 
Further -deposits were -made from 
the sale of scrap iron and rubber. 
•In.'$Q43' about $1,000 was ..received 
from the sale, of the CCC buildings 
at Alton, , a nearby camp. In 1944 
the Hope Kiwanis Club made a 
donation of a $500 maturity series 
F Bond. In 1945 the Hope Kiwanis 
Club made a donation of $1,000 from 
the proceeds of the Kiwanis Min- 
strel. A further donation will be 
rriade from this source. Two do- 
nations, from individuals have, been 
received. 
. 


In March 1944 the Hope Kiwanis 
Club appointed to visit other cit- 
ies to obtain information in regard 
to the operation 
of one night a 


week youth centers. The committee 
made its investigation and recom- 
mended that the offer of the club 
room facilities of the American 
Legion be accepted and that the 
Kiwanis Club finance the operation 
of the present Ki-Y Club. Oper- 
ation began April 6, 1944 and has 
been very successful from every 
angle. 


The Hope Novelty Company do- 
nated the use of a music machine 
for the Ki-Y Club. Webb Laseter, 
Jr. provided a two lane bowling 
alley which is a number one at- 
traction. 
Ping 
pong, checkers, 
dominoes, darts and other games 
are provided. The club meetings 
are chaperoned by two adult cou- 
ples.

I Hope Boys and Girls Club met at 
1 the City Hall on April 6th 1945 and 
nstructed the planning comrriittee 
to .secure .tentative plans for a 
permanent club building.

London, May 14 —(/P)— The last 
mall pockets of iGerman die-hard 
esistance in Czechoslovakia 
and 
Austria were being overrun by four 
lussian armies today .as the Mos- 
cow radio announced the rounding 
up of 300,000 additional Nazi troops 
n the past 24 hours. 


Five days after fanatical German 
roops refused to lay down their 
arms and continued to fight against 
he Red Army, Moscow declared 
hat troops of the First, Second,

and 
Fourth 
Ukrainian 
Armies had closed in on Nazi posi- 
ions in Austria's Alpine regions 
and the woods of Czechoslovakia, 
and "were clearing the

area of isolated 
German 
troop 
groupings." It appeared the mop- 
ping up was .almost complete. 


The Russians announced that the 
lotal number of Germans captured 
since Tuesday, had swelled to 1,- 
060,000, boosting to 2,860,000

threw Kerensky' s revolution were 
about to be repeated. So the major- 
ity of the Italians were relieved

the conspiracy and made the trains 
run on lime where, lately, trains 
had stopped far between stationb 
and the crews had refused to budge 
until patriotic veterans of the First 
World War got off and walked 
Many Italians, of course, wanted 


no dictatorship .and yielded to Mus- 
solini for the same reason

American communities succumbed 
to violent insurrections which in tne 
organizing days of the CIO under 
JoTin L. Lewis were called labor 
strikes.

threw Kerensky' s revolution were 
about to be repeated. So the major- 
ity of the Italians were relieved 
when the Black Shirts put 
down 
the conspiracy and made the trains 
run on lime where, lately, trains 
had stopped far between stationb 
and the crews had refused to budge 
until patriotic veterans of the First 
World War got off and walked 
Many Italians, of course, wanted 


no dictatorship .and yielded to Mus- 
solini for the same reason

American communities succumbed 
to violent insurrections which in tne 
organizing days of the CIO under 
JoTin L. Lewis were called labor 
strikes.
